The 
court applied the "Rule of Reason" to 
the statute and held that its object was 
to prohibit combinations formed for the 
purpose of unreasonably destroying com- 
petition und restraining trade; and that 
it-did not apply to combinations not 
formed for these purposes.

In trying to 
loosen the boats it wa« found that they 
were frozen tight to their places and it 
took about forty of us to get the first 
one loose. The crew was more excited 
than the passengers, probably because 
they knew we had 16 foet of water for- 
ward, this fact being kept from the pas- 


ngers who were told that everything 


was 0. K. After we liad pulled off the 
rocks, the new light house only about 
half a mile away, lit up, and began to 
blow the fog whistle and about half an 
hour afterwards the steamer • Bertha, 
which had been called by wireless, came 
to the rescue and showed us the way- 
to Muchek harbor, where .we transferred 
passengers, mail and baggage. We got 
into Cordova, six hours after. ; The Vic- 
toria ihad 22 feet of water in her when, 
we left, and only the fact that theT 
forward bulkhead held, saved us and the 
ship.

who was taking in horses. We were de- 
layed by deep snow, and it took aboot 
three weeks to get to Nazina, Have my 
season's outfit up now and will be work- 
ing Rader gulch this year.

Mercury 36 Below Zero. 


The weather is a little cold for this 


time of the year. For the past week it 
has been thawing in the day time,' but 
at night the thermometer goes down to 
20 to 26 below. But it won't last long, 
for the Alaska sun is getting pretty 
high now. Yesterday it began to blow 
from the south and the mountains were 
hid in a whirling snowstorm. Nothing 
much to do now for a few weeks, until 
the water runs,-;exeept to hunt, fish and' 
prospect to locate some more ground and 
•jet ready for the rush when the snow is 
off.

The supposed discovery of the 3sortn 


pole by Captain Peary, presumably in the 
sense the discovery itself can not as a 
faot ever -bo absolutely proved and tho 
world can -hardly be said to yet fully ac- 
cept in the literal sense the exact pole 
location -was made by Peary, has arous- 
ed again polar research. The expeditions 
however arc so far southwards in hopes 
some one of the nations will 'be able to 
claim honors of the location of the pole 
Of tho southern skies. No expedition is, 
so far as heard,--preparing to, by further 
search, unravel the contradictions ns re- 
cards the claimed discoveries of the pole 
by Messrs. Peary and Cook, admittedly 
however with this latter in quite bad 
odor as a pole discoverer. 


The scientists and geographers 'now 


say the exact proofs wanting, that is 
required by science, ia a very difficult 
matter to produce. We shall -perforce be 
compelled to take the word of a Peary 
whose past record certainly affords every 
reason for inducing the world now to ac- 
cept his statements and- his figures. 
•Science requiring such minuteness could 
only secure these through the operations 
of a, large selected party with sufficient 
means of transport to carry every man- 
ner of instrument needed, and then ar- 
riving at the supposed pole make elabo- 
rate calculations.

THE SORT OF MAN NEEDED 


is cheering words coming 
from 


Washington that the country has in Sec 
retary Fisher an honest and able man, 
laving the interests of the people in 
view, rather than that of the corpora- 
tions. The same familiar cry is heard 
as has been heard before, that develop- 
ment of the country is necessary and 
without combinations of capital such de- 
velopments are impossible or of very 
alow growth. In tho older states this 
has resulted in practically presenting the 
creations of the law, public corporations, 
with the country in return for the de- 
velopment, and this was the same-pro- 
cess being employed in Alaska until a 
bait was called. Riches of enormous ex- 
tent in mineral claims, coal claims, in 
forest lands, have already been garnered 
by great interests, but of coal olaims-the 
country knows through the revealings 
of the Cunningham claims and of the 
others, that thofts of many millions 
through legal coloring wore at the point 
of being completed. Only public indig- 
nation compelled official examination, 
and without dwelling upon Details, tho 
country -has realized its narrow escape, 
though even yet the scent of the nasty 
scandals of a former administration of 
the Interior Department has not i evapor- 
ated. 


Secretary Fisher is no official to suf- 


fer being imposed upon, nor is he one 
to be imposed upon by the grafting de- 
mands of thieving corporations and com- 
binations of wealth. He is not afraid of 
their being halted lest developments be 
stopped. He intends, as far as may lie 
within his control, to atop all depreda- 
tions of men and corporations, even of 
the Alaskan coal fields and other rich j 
lands lie idle some longer. 


but vastly helped. Minor aggregations 
of men in enterprises will now be reas- 
sured, new enterprises will be encour- 
aged, now that the ogre of vast trusts, 
of trade -weapons grossly unfair, may 
no longer be ust-d against them.

A VICTORY. OF VAST IMPORTANCE 


The testimony presented to the Su- 


preme Court was convincing the -power- 
ful corporation-organization known as 
the Standard Oil, had for its object the 
control of the oil industry, and that its 
processes, its methods, its finely organ- 
ized" systems, wan not that in orderly 
pursuit Of trade, but with the purpose 
which it achieved, of Controlling trade 
and acting with restraint of trade. The 
Supreme Court readily found ample evi- 
dences of this truth, and it found its or- 
ganization was of the trust pattern and 
was a vast overshadowing corporation 
vhat did restrain trade, coming directly 
within the restraint of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. The court, however, did 
not decide that trust forms that did not 
restrain orderly trade were illegal and 
this phase has been criticised. Judge 
Hurlan dissented from tho majority view 
on this, understood as holding trusts a* 
trusts, were equally guilty, he however, 
agreeing -with nis brother judges on all 
of the other joints. It therefore repre- 
sents the unanimous view of the. Su- 
preme Court, that the Standard Oil cor- 
poration is an illegal organization acting 
in restraint «f trade and subject to the 
operations of the Sherman law. Noth- 
ing prevents prosecution by the govern- 
ment of Standard officials. 


This Sherman law saya nothing as to 


good and bad corporations, but provides 
a. penalty for all who violate its provis- 
ions. This the Supreme Court has done, 
and viewing the tremendous importance 
of such a decision, it can justly bo re- 
garded as a victory of the utmost im- 
portance and must vastly strengthen 
the hands of tho government in pursu- 
ing depredatory trusts and trade combma- 
tions. While many will think it would 
have been more complete to have ex- 
pressly includes all trust forms whether 
methods were fair or not, and not read 
into the Sherman law "reasonable" or 
"unreasonable," yet after all this par-
